School accounts will be audited by 


Borough and Township Auditors as 
now, and the}' will receive $2 per 
day for their services. 


Pupils and Attendance 


Children between the ages of eight 


and sixteen years must go to school

THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of th« L«*«on, John xiv, 15-27. 


Memory Verses, 25-27—Golden Text, 
John _xiv, 16—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 
As Israel's penitence and God's par- 


don, according to Hos. xiv, the regu- 
lar lesson for the day, can only be by 
the Holy Spirit, we will consider brief- 
ly that lesson, but give most of the 
time to the gospel lesson. It is as 
they shall look upon Him whom they 
have pierced, when they shall see Him 
coming in glory, that the Lord will pour 
upon the house of David and the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem the Spirit of 
grace and of supplication, and there 
shall be a national mourning and a 
national forgiveness (Zech, xii, 9; xiii, 
1). Then shall Hos. xiv be fulfilled, 
and after that He will pour out His 
Spirit upon all flesh (Joel ii, 27, 28). 


It is only by the same Holy Spirit 


that believers in this present age can 
know the meaning of sin and right- 
eousness and judgment by knowing Je- 
sus Christ as the great sin bearer and 
by seeing in His sufferings how hate- 
ful sin. is to God. Jesus Christ can 
only be a great Saviour to such as 
have seen themselves to be great sin- 
ners. Paul saw himself to be the chief 
of sinners, and to him Jesus Christ 
was such a great Saviour that he could 
think or talk of no one else. It will bo 
just so with his people Israel, and aft- 
er their conversion there will be a na- 
tion of Pauls to make Jesus Christ 
known, to all the world. 


In this present age if every believer 


was filled with the Spirit as our Lord 
Jesus would like us to be then the 
world that seeth not and knoweth not 
and cannot receive the Spirit of truth 
would see something of Jesus Christ 
in His people, and many would want 
to know Him. The Spirit always tes- 
tifies of Christ, teaches things concern- 
ing Him, guides into all truth, shows 
us things to come and brings to re- 
membrance what we have read or 
heard about Jesus (John xiv, 16,17,26; 
xv, 26; xvi, 7-13). He is specially "the 
Comforter" 
(partakelos) and is so 


called four times in these verses just 
referred to. 


So Tve have a comforter in the pres- 


ence-of the Father and a Comforter 
dwelling in us, but more wonderful 
still, according to verses 17, 23, Father, 
Son and Holy Spirit all dwell in us if 
we are true believers and make our 
bodies their abode, or mansion, for the 
word translated "abode" in verse 23 is 
the very same word which is translat- 
ed "mansion" in verse 2, and it is used 
nowhere else, although the verb from 
which the noun comes Is uged^ a great 
many times and Is variously translat- 
ed—abide, remain, dwell, <$$jfnue. 


It is impossible to fully gtasp such a 


truth, and yet It is stated again and 
again in such words as these: "Christ 
liveth in me," "That Christ may dwell 
in your hearts by faith," "The life of 
Jesus made manifest in our body" 
(Gal. ii, 20; Eph. ill, 17; II Cor. iv, 10, 
11). In verse 19 of our lesson He seems 
to say that He expects that the world 
will see Him in us. His life at the 
Father's right hand, where He ever 
liveth to make intercession 
for us, 


makes sure our life, and if we would 
more steadfastly behold Him and not 
people or circumstances we would be 
more manifestly changed into His like- 
ness by the Spirit (II Cor. ill, IS). He 
longs to reveal Himself to us and 
through us, and He does this by His 
Spirit and His word (I Sain, ill, 21; 
Ps cxix, 130; II Cor iv, 0; John vi, 
03; xiv, 21-23). 


We must uot only read His word and 


memorize it, laying it up in our hearts, 
but we must eat it, appropriate it, make 
it our very own, according to Jer xv, 
16; Job xxiii, 12; Ezek. iii, 1-4; Rev. x, 
8-11 
Thus only can we know the 


peace which He alone can give. He is 
the Prince of peace, the God of peace, 
the peace of God, our peace (Isa. ix, 
6, 7; Heb. .viii, 20; Phil, iv, 0, 7; Col. 
iii, 15; Eph. ii, 14). By the blood ol 
His cross He lias made peace, and 
when we truly receive Him we have 
peace with God and may be tilled with 
joy and peace iu believing (Col. i, 20; 
Rom. v, 1; xv. 13), but the peace of 
God will only keep our hearts when 
we commit everything to Him in pray- 
er and rely on Him to see to it. 


As to neither being troubled nor 


afraid see also verse 1 and compare 
Matt, xxiv, 6; Luke xxiv, 38, and no- 
tice how He closed this discourse in 
John xvi, 33, with the assurance that 
we must expect tribulation. 
If anv I 


one else had aald you shall have tioti 
• 


ble, but do not be troubled, we would j 
think them very unbalanced, but He ' 
was God (verse 1), and He is God and 
is unceasingly caring for us and mak- 
ing all things work together for our 
highest good, assuring us that all our 
afflictions are liaht and but for a mo- 
ment comparatively and are all work- 
ing for us a 'far more exceeding and 
eternal weight of glory (Rom. viii. 28; 
II Cor. Iv, 17, 18) 


It Is only in trial that we can really 


manifest that He Is living in us, for 
almost any one can be lovely and 
pleasant when all goes well. May we 
learn to glory - in all things that His 
power mny rest upon us (II Cor. xil. 
9, 10) and have always- that- whole 
hearted, unbounded confidence in Him 
that shall say, "Even so, just nnd true 
are Thy Trays; I know that Thou art 
righteous; Thy way In perfect."

the heavenly glory has not yet been 
accomplished. 
He has suffered, the 


Just for the -unjust, giving His life a 
Ransom-price for all; but this was 
merely a means toward an end, and 
to,at end has not yet been accomplish- 
ed—the blessing of Adam and his 
fallen race. 
Thank God, however, 


that the great, broad foundation has 
been laid. Thanks be to God also 
that a great preliminary work has 
been in progress during more' than 
eighteen centuries since His ascen- 
sion. That preliminary work is the 
preparation of the Church of Christ lo 
follow Him in faithfulness and self- 
sacrifice to exaltation with Him lo 
the divine nature, glory, honor and 
immortality, which was His reward 
(II Peter i, 4). 


A Chaste Virgin Espoused 


If, in times past, we have too care- 


lessly studied our Bibles and con- 
fused God's special blessing for the 
Church, as the Bride of Christ, with 
His 
subsequent 
blessing for 
the 


world through Messiah and His Bride, 
let us do so no longdr. Let us note 
that as the Divine Plan for the salva- 
tion of the world could not begin be- 
fore the coming of Jesus, except in A 
typical sense, neither can it begin to 
operate until the complete selection 
of the Church—until her perfecting 
as the "Bride, the Lamb's Wife," in 
the First or Chief Resurrection. 


The antitypical 
sacrifices which 


Jesus began still continue to be offer- 
ed by Him. 
Those desirous of be- 


coming His Bride and joint-heirs with 
Him in His Kingdom are now quality- 
ing for that exaltation. 
The invita 


tion to them is that, renouncing sin 
and accepting the Savior, they shal 
"present their bodies living sacri 
fices, holy and acceptable to God" — 
following in the footsteps of their Re 
deemer. 


In a certain sense this presentation 


of the entire Church took place, rep- 
resetftatively, in the Apostles and 
others of the five hundred brethren 
•who believed at the first. They were 
representitives of the entire Church, 
and the acceptance of their sacrifice 
and their begetting of the Holy Spirit, 
their espousal at Pentecost, repre- 
sented the acceptance, the begetting 
and espousal of the entire Church 
from then until now. We are merely 
following in their steps; we are mere- 
ly under-members in the same Body 
—"The Church of the first-borns, 
whose names are written in heaven" 
(Hebrews xii, 23). 


St. Paul distinctly points out that 


the Church is not yet the Bride of 
Christ, but merely espoused. 
He 


writes, "I have espoused you as a 
chaste virgin unto one Husband, who 
is Christ." 
The period of espousal 


will not be complete until the close of 
this Age, when the last member of 
the Body shall have been accepted, 
and when the First or Chief Resur- 
rection (to the spirit plane) shall 
have been accomplished—the mar- 
riage or complete union between 
Christ and His Bride in the heavenly 
glory. 
* 


The Way and the Place 


As the Redeemer was the first to 


ascend to the glorious station of the 
divine nature, far above angels, prin- 
cipalities and powers, and as the 
Church is to be His associate in that 
glory, it was necessary that He should 
precede her to prepare the way. Our 
Lord's own worthiness of exaltation 
to the divine nature was witnessed 
by the Father in that He raised Him 
from the dead a quickening Spirit, to 
glory, honor and immortality. 


But bftfore the Church could, in 


any sense of the word, be made ac- 
ceptable in the heavenly courts, it 


was necessary 
that the Redeemer 


should "appear in the presence of 
God for us" (Hebrews toe, 24). It 
was necessary that He make applica- 
tion or imputation of the merit of His 
sacrifice on behalf of the Church be- 
fore their sacrifices could be "holy 
and acceptable unto God;" and only 
by their sacrifices and the Divine a"- 
ceptance of them could they be be- 
gotten of the Holy Spirit to the new 
nature, the divine nature, which they 
will fully receive, if faithful, in the 
chief resurrection. 


What force we thus see is attached 


to the Master's words, "I go to pre- 
para a place for you!" 
Unless He 


had thus prepared the way, unless He 
had become our Surety, we never 
could have become acceptable in th:> 
Father's sight, and the Redeemer's 
associates on the spirit plane. 
But 


there is still another sense in which 
the Redeemer is preparing for His 
Church, His followers.. 
He has, as 


their great High Priest, not only 
opened up the way to God, but lie 
continues to be their Intercessor and 
to appropriate to them of His merit 
to cover their continual trespasses 
and short-comings, which are the re- 
sult, not of wilfulness, but of weak- 
ness and heredity — shortcomings 
against which they strive, but by 
which at times they are overtaken— 
sins of omission if not of commission. 


How precious to every child of God 


are the words of the Apostle, "If we 
sin- we have an Advocate with the 
Father, Jesus Christ the Righteous'" 
.et us, therefore, come with courage 
o the Throne of heavenly grace that 
we may obtain mercy and find gace 
o help in every time of need, for we 
have an High Priest who can be 
ouched with the feeling of our in- 
firmities, having been tempted in all 
points like as we of the new creation 
are tempted (I John ii, 1, 2; Hebrews 
v, 15, 16).
